Louisville, Ky., Dec. 4.—Pas- 
senger car sales during Novem- 
ber in this part of the state will 
show a slight drop below October 
and a decrease from the Novem- 
ber figures of last year of ap- 
proximately 10 per cent.

Leat We Forget 


OT long ago a gentleman who knows considerable about 
the automotive industry remarked that he believed 
there would eventually be 40,000,000 motor vehicles in use in 


ihis country. His statement has been hailed with derision 
in certain quarters. But is it so fantastic after all? 

To begin with, the population of this country is 
increasing at a rapid rate and 110,000,000 people very 
quickly pile up new automotive buyers. Then, too, use 
of automotive vehicles is becoming more and more inten- 
sive. Five years from now we shall be using motor 
vehicles in many services that are now supplied with 
other forms of transportation. Even today 40,000,000 
motor vehicles would only be about a car per family, with 
commercial vehicles, buses, etc., left over. 

And before we decide that this 40,000,000 prophecy is 
ridiculously high, let us remember that some twelve or so 
years ago, Benjamin Briscoe, one of the pioneer automobile 
manufacturers and a man of large vision, made the remark 
in an after dinner speech that there would some day -be 
5,000,000 motor vehicles in this country. The prophecy | 
caught the front pages of almost every paper in the country. 
A great many highly humorous editorials were hung upon} 
the theme. 

Today the idea of a United States of America with) 
5,000,000 motor vehicles seems quite as humorous as it did 
at that time, but for precisely the opposite reason. Is the 
idea of a 40,000,000 registration entirely funny?

Dear Sir: Your paper has deveot- 


attention from 


to time to the ever-present 
used car problem. You have 
printed articles showing how this 
or that dealer has solved the prob- 
lem for himself, presumably sug- 
gesting that other dealers can fol- 
low suit and also turn trade-ins 
from a liability into an asset. 
Have you ever been a dealer and 
tried to make money out of this 
end of the business? I venture to 
say that you have not. 

After twelve years in the au- 
tomobile business, I am running 
a dealership for a top rank car 
in a suburban town, where there 
is a lot of money for just such 
things as fine motor cars. I 
show a profit on the year’s busi- 
ness, but I don’t show a profit 
on my used car department and 
I wonder how many dealers do. 

After all is said and done there 
are very few dealers who do not 
have to inflate allowances to meet 

competition, in order to get the vol- 
ume that makes a profit. Used car 
sales, guarantees, special stunts of 
all kinds, may help, but they help 
only to cut down the loss on used 
cars, not to make a profit on them. 
I wonder how many dealers keep 
honest books on the profit and loss 
in their used-car departments? 

I have tried reconditioning, ad- 
vertising and trying to educate cus- 
tomers to realize what good value 
can be obtained in the purchase of 
a good used car, with a reliable 
dealer’s name behind it. Today the 
plan under which I work is this: 
turn ’em over as fast as the lord 
will allow you to. Very seldom 
does a used-car stay in my hands 
more than a day or so. The mini- 
mum amount of work that will 
make the car ready for the road 
and I sell it at a price that makes 
it a good buy for the customer and 
turns my money over as fast as 
possible. Of course I take losses, 
but I get the volume of new sales 
that makes a profit. Furthermore 
I never have kidded myself with 
careless bookkeeping. I know every 
day just how much I have lost on 
my used-car department, what per- 


ed considerable 





centage it represents of the profit 
made on new sales. 

This may not be “efficiency,” 
which is the popular slogan of 
the day, but it does give me a 
profit, which has not grown 
smaller with the years. My ad- 
vice, based on experience, is turn 
"em over fast, know what you lose 
on each used car transaction and 
be certain that your bookkeeping 
covers every last factor of expense 
in your business. If more dealers 
would do this, they would stay in 
business longer.

Boston, Dec. 4.—The new plant 
of the Pilgrim Motor Company of 
Somerville is radipdly nearing com- 
pletion and should be ready for oc- 
cupancy soon after the first of the 
year.

Washington, Dec. 4.—The foreign 
tariffs division of the Department 
of Commerce today received cable 
advices that Belgium has increased 
import duties on another extensive 
list of products which includes 
automobiles and parts and tires 
and tubes.

Motor Coach Men 
Favor Markel Bill 


Washington, Dec. 4.—The Motor 
Coach Owners Association of Wash- 
ington State today filea a brief with 
the: Interstate Commerce’ Commis- 
sion indorsing the proposed mea- 
sure of the motor bus division of 
the American Automobile Associa- 
tion for the regulation of interstate 
motor bus transportation. 

The commission is asked by the 
association to recommend the so- 
called Markel bill, prepared by the 
A. A. A., in making its recommen- 
dations to Congress. This measure 
specifies that any regulation which 
is necessary should be adminis- 
tered by state agencies, except in 
cases of dispute, when there shall 
be an appeal to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

It also provides that there shall 
be no regulation of trucks, and that 
in considering the application for 
the establishment of new lines, the 
primary consideration shall be the 
public necessity and convenience. 
The proposed bill also calls for a 
clear interpretation of the rate 
structure in order that there may 
be no doubt in the public’s mind 
as to the fairness of the rates. 

In its brief, the Washington as- 
sociation points out that to put the 
motor buses of the country under 
the administration of the I. C. Cc. 
would but add to the Federal tax- 
payers’ burden, “whereas in reality 
it is a state problem and if regu- 
lated at all, should be regulated 
by state boards of commissioners.” 

At the offices of the I. C. CG. 
today it was indicated that the com- 
mission’s report to Congress will 
be made about the middle of this 
month.

Washington, Dec. 4.—Ecuador is 
showing considerable interest in

BROKEN GLASS 


DAMAGE HEAVY 


Special from A, D, N. Detroit Bureau 


Detroit, Dec. 4.—A survey made 
by William A. Ochs of the Detroit 
Automobile Club shows that 
broken glass from more than 12,- 
000 damaged automobiles stays on 
Detroit’s streets after accidents. 
W. S. Gilbreath, manager of the 
club, is making an appeal to citi- 
zens to clear away broken glass 
whenever it is necessary. He notes 
that for the first three days the 
glass particles are a menace to 
tires, but that after a week the 
material becomes so finely pulver- 
ized as not to be a source of dan- 
ger. 

Tire repair shops, Mr. Gilbreatn 
says, credit 10 per cent. of their 
business to glass cuts, which either 
cause an immediate puncture or a 
later blowout. Owing to the wide- 
ly separated scenes of the acci- 
dents, the city is unable to pro- 
vide for the prompt removal of 
the glass. Hence, the appeal to 
the citizens. 

The quantity of glass is large. 
In the first 10 months of 1926 
there were 2,000 more accidents 
involving broken glass than in the 
corresponding period ef 1925. 
With the approach of winter and 
the growing use of closed cars, an 
increase of broken glass may be 
looked for. 


Washington Buses 
Earn $4,404,600 


Olympia, Wash., Dec. 4.—Motor 
bus lines operating in this state 
during the first nine months of 
1926 had gross operating revenues 
of $4,404,600.27, according to re- 
ports just compiled by the motor 
vehicle division of the State De- 
partment of Public Works. 

Of this amount the state has 
received two 1 per cent. dividends, 
totaling $32,148.79, for the quarters 
ending June 30 and September 30, 
to be used in defraying a portion 
of the operating costs of the de- 
partment. Payment of the dividend 
for the first quarter of this year 
was waived by the state, which 
found that a surplus on hand made 
payment of the usual share of the 
gross receipts unnecessary. 

Passenger revenues for the nine- 
month period were $2,881,905.99, 
while freight revenues totaled 
$1,512,060.74. Express fees aggre- 
gated $133,442.73, which was con- 
siderably exceeded by the $150,- 
688.75 collected for the movement 
of United States mail and from 
other miscellaneous sources.

ERLIN, Dec. 4.—Automobile manufacture, which before 
the war was one of the leading industries of Germany, 
suffered a severe setback during the post- -war "period.

As regards customs duties, the 
German tariff ranging from 8 
per cent. on Rolls-Royces to 55 
per cent. on Fords, and averag- 
ing 25 to 30 per cent. ad valorem, 
is undoubtedly low as compared 
with an average of 118 per cent.

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PAIGE-DETROIT 
VOTES DIVIDEND 


Quarterly Preferred 
Of 13% Payable 
January 3 


Detroit, Dec. 4.—The Paige- 
Detroit Motor Company has de- 
clared its regular quarterly pre- 
ferred dividend of 1% per cent., 
payable January 3, to stock of 
record December 15. Directors 
decided pass the common 
stock dividend at this time in 
order to conserve cash. 


The omission by the company of 
the quarterly common dividend of 
45 cents a share reflects the “hard 
luck” which this company his ex- 
perienced in 1926, and a word or 
two of explanation, together with 
facts about its. present financial] 
condition, may be of interest to 
stockholders. 

Paige had a very successful 1925 
and with other producers made 
plans for continuing. high activity 
through 1926. The company re- 
arranged both its Paige and Jewett 
lines on a basis of attractive low 
prices. A contract was made with 
a body supply for increased out- 
put and at an attractive price per 
body. But just as the company 
was getting under way and had 
spent large sums to advertise the 
new cars, the body company went 
into hands of a receiver. This had 
the effect of holding up body 
deliveries during January and 
February. 

Then to 


further embarrass the 


Paige company the receiver asked, 
for an upward revision of body 
prices which took away about half 
of the normal profit per car. 

The increase in body cost to the 
Paige company for the first six 
months of 1926 over the original 
contract was approximately $900,- 
000, but despite these misfortunes 
the company showed earnings of 
$1,228,000 and hung up a new sales 
record of 27,015 vehicles or 2,000 
greater than in any corresponding 
period. This record compares with 
39,114 cars for the entire year 
1925. 

Desiring to recoup in the last 
six months of 1926 some of the 
$900,000 excess body cost in the 
first half, the company toward 
mid-summer changed its body sup- 
ply source. Proper margins of 
profits were re-established, but it 
takes from 90 to 120 days to get 
tooled up for new body produc- 
tion, and the new body sources did 
not get into large output until the 
latter part of August. 

In September when the motor 
harvest was nearly over the com- 
pany began to hit its stride show- 
ing profits in that month of $214,- 
000. But the prior losses and the 
charging off of $320,000 of obso- 
lete dies, tools, etc., acquired in 
connection with the first body sup- 
ply, wiped out these September 
earnings and the third quarter 
showed a large loss. 

October profits were $163,000, 
but the seasonal decline in motor 
sales had set in before full advan- 
tage of the new arrangements 
could be taken. The result is that 
for the year the company will 
probably show only slightly more, 
if any, than the nine months re- 
port.

OCTOBER STOCKS 
OF GASOLINE UP 


Show Increase Over 
September of 365,000 
Barrels 


Washington, Dec. 4.—Stocks of 
gasoline in the United States 
showed an increase of 365,000 bar- 
rels in October over the preceding 
month, while stocks of all oils de- 
clined 181,000 barrels, according to 
the United States Bureau of Mines. 

Production of gasoline in Octo- 


ber totaled 25.762,000 barrels, 
averaging 831,000 daily, compared 
with 24,834.000 barrels in Septem- 
ber. or daily average of 827,000 
barrels. Imports -totaled 874,000 
barrels, against 258,000 in Septem- 
ber. Domestic consumption of
